: REPORT ON MISSIONS. 
Your committee on Missions submits the following report: 
This subject is an old one, yet ever new. Everybody knows 
the meaning of missions. By the term missions, we mean the 
carrying of the gospel of our Lord to every soul in this wide 
world who has not heard it. 

” Kor convenience, Missions is divided into three sections. 
The State Mission Board has charge of the State Mission funds 
and, uses them in assisting to establish and support churches in 
the new railroad towns and in the remote districts of our State 
where the Christians are unable to cope with existing circum- 
stances. Experience has proven that this is a wise course to 
pursue, for where a few dollars have been judiciously spent ‘hun- 
dreds have been, returned to the cause of Foreign Missions. 

The Home Mission Board does work in the large cities, and 


« 
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mountain districts of the South, and among the Indians and in 
Cuba. Dr. B. D. Gray, a native of Mississippi, and who re- 
cently resigned the presidency of Georgetown College, Ken- 
tucky, is Corresponding Secretary of the Home Board. The 
Home Mission work is prospering, but we need more money 
and more men, and we need them now, that we may occupy the 
fields ahead of other denominations and establish God's truth, 
that it may become of some effect. \ 

The Foreign Mission work is under the charge of a Foreign 
Board, the members of which are elected by the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention. Dr. R. J. Willingham of Richmond, Va » is 
Corresponding Secretary. The Board has missions established 
in Northern, Central and South China, Japan, Italy, Brazil, 
North and South Mexico and Argentina, the last mentioned hav- 
ing been established since the meeting of the Convention at 
Savannah last May. There are now one hundred and forty 
regularly appointed missionaries on the foreigu fields, besides a 
number of enlisted foreign helpers. Other natives are being 
trained by our missionaries for work among their own people. 
Of the number of missionaries now in foreign countries, Missis- 
sippi supplied ten. This number ought to be tripled 

During the last Conventional year, the receipts of our Con- 
vention Board were $218,512.62. The year prévious, $173,- 
439-49. Increase, $45,073.13. During the year 1902, Missis- 
sippi Baptists contributed $9,032.72. During 1903 the amount 
ran up to $16,105.43, being an increase over 1902 of $7,072 71, 
or about 77 per cent. The number of baptisms on foreign fields 
last year reached 1790, making an increase over the previous 
year of 357. The actual expenses in collecting and sending 
money to foreign fields last year amounted to 10% cents on the 
dollar, thereby leaving 89% cents to be paid over to the mis- 
sionary. The Convention has laid out this year’s work ona 
basis of $300,000, with the expectation of retaining the present 
missionary force now on the field.and sending out thirty new ones: 

Brethren, this means new responsibilities. It means wiore 
praying, more giving and more preaching. What shall we render 
unto the Lord for all His benefits? Lat us hearken unto His 


word. Let us by speech, or by purse, or both, tell the dying 





millions of His gospel and its wondrous power to save. Let us, 
whorhave‘been redeemed through his love, be determined that 
by God's grace those who sit in blight and in the depth of 
blackest night shall through us have the light of the Lord Jesus 
shine in their .souls. “Let our watchward be: We can, we 
sSheuld, we will advance in the Mission work.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Your committee on Sunday Schools would submit the fol- 
lowing: 

The Bible is the book, the source of life and strength, yet it 
is read with very little understanding. Christians need to study 
and understand it more—need to be better Christians—and the 
unsaved, old and young, need ‘to be brought to a ‘saving knowl- 
edge of Jesus Christ. The Sunday School is the best place we 
know of, not including the home, to reach the children, and 
surely the best place to reach the unsaved; therefore, we urge 
that each church within the bounds of tHis Association establish 
and maintain at least one Sunday School. 

A dead Superintendent spiritually will chill and kill any 
Sunday School; therefore, we-urge that each church select en- 
thusiastic Christian men to superintend the Sunday School. Be 
sure he has some personal magnetism and is thoroughly inter- 
ested in the work, and then your Sunday School will not drag. 
The success of the Sunday School depends in a large measure 
on the quality of your teachers; therefore, be as careful in the 
selection of your teachers as in that of the Superintendent. 
There are many Sunday Schools weak and dragging for lack of | 
interest shown by the pastor in the organization; therefore, we 
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urge that every pastor use some of his very best efforts in pro- . 


moting the welfare of the Schools af his churches. If any pastor 
doestnot encourage the Sunday School work, and thereby aid 
his flock in pressing forward, he is unfaithful in the discharge of 
his duties to his God and unworthy to be pastor. We would not 
forget to urge that every church, in maintaining Schools, use. 
the literature published by the Southern Baptist Convention 
Board at Nashville, Tenn. Let every teacher by all means use 
‘“‘The Teacher.” It is only twelve cents a quarter, while the 
quarterlies are oaly two cents apiece.

Fourth: The cause of temperance may be promoted, again, 
by putting into office such men as will let drink alone three hun- 
dred and sixty-five days in the year and three hundred and sixty- 
six days every fourth year. 

Fifth: We should draw the lines more tightly on our church 
members and demand of them ‘total abstinence,” and 

Sixth: Take the matter to God in prayer and work for Him 
in the cause of temperance, and it being of the Lord will stand 
the adversities of the ages. :

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REPORT ON PASTORAL RELATIONS. 

Your Committee on Pastoral ‘Relations would submit the 
following: 

In considering this subject, your committee has in mind the 
church of Christ, and the objects of the church. In order that 
the church accomplish that which God intended, it was necessa- 
ry that there should be pastors, bishops, elders, ministers, shep- 
herds or overseers, these being synonymous.- These are called 
of God and directed by the Holy Spirit. And that they should 
lead is clearly taught by the Word of God = And very much de- 
pends upon the willingness of his people to follow, as to whether 
he accomplishes much or little. While the pastor administers 
unto them of spiritual things, they shouid supply his temporal 
needs. There is no one that rejoices more in the prosperity of 
his church than the pastor himself, and while he prepares a feast 
of good things for his people, it is obligatory upon their part to 
be in their places to receive the same, that, they may grow in 
grace and become more useful in the Master's service; thereby 
stimulating their pastor to still greater efforts. The pastor is to 
the church what the Shepherd is to the flock. In fact, he is 
God’s under shepherd, and is so closely related that it is impos- 
sible to separate them without destroying the usefulness of both.

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

The Bible is the minister's greatest and life-long text book. 
No man can can be a successful minister without a clear con- 
Ception of the fundamental doctrines of the Bible. In order to 
get that, a man must be able to read the’ English language in 
telligently, and then study the Bible Systematically. That is 
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the reason our pioneer ministers were so successful in their min- 
istry. They had good sense, and used it in the study of God’s 
word, and never let up until they learned it. 

But the man who has the advantage of literary training is 
only that much better equipped for studying the Bible; and un- 
less he does study it he will be a very weak preacher. The 
Word is the sword that pierces to the dividing asunder of soul 
and spirit, and when a man uses anything else as a substitute 
for the Word he is not using the weapon that God has promised 
to honor. : 

But the educated minister who uses his learning to the glory 
of God, and not for the display of personal attainments, has a 
greater advantage for good than the uneducated minister. 

First of all, it is rather difficult for an uneducated man to 
break the bars that separate the learned from the unlearned, 
and reach the educated in such a way as to do them good; while 
the educated preacher can yery easily put himself in touch with 
the uneducated and-give them the very help-they so much need. 
The better educated a preacher is, and the more common sense 
he has, the more good he can do among the unlearned as well 
as the learned. | 

Then, again, when a man studies the Bible, he should study 
it in the light of other things; hence, the more a mand knows 
about history, literature and language the easier it is for him to 
arrive at a correct understanding of the teachings of God’s maed, 
provided he studies it for God’s glory. . 

If any one thinks the Bible gives no warrant for an educated 
ministry, let him read it,-and learn about the schools of the 
prophets; then let him’read the life and letters of Paul, and when 
he has finished that, then study the Scriptures from a literary 
point of view and compare them with specimens of the most tal- 
ented men of modern times and see if he can find any place 
where they do not show signs of trained minds. 

Last, but not least, let him study the history of the Jews, 
and then he will find that they educated their children, taking 
special care to teach the Scriptures to them. 

In view, then, of all these facts, it behooves every maff who 
feels impressed with a call to preach to get all the education he 
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can, and as a denomination it becomes our duty to render such 
aid ag is necessary to enable young preachers to obtain an edu- 


cation and such help to our schools as will equip them for giv- 
ing those who enter their portals all the training necessary for 
useful lives.

REPORT ON ORPHANS’ HOME. 
Yout committee on Orphans’ Home beg leave to make the 
following report: 
On May 12, 1897, the Orphanage was opened at Jackson in 


a rented house, which was soon filled to its fullest capacity, with 
Bro. L. S. Foster as Superintendent. Since that time our peo- 
ple have bought one hundred and twelve acres. of good land 
north-west of Jackson, built two neat cottages, a Superintendent’s 
home and a splendid three-story brick building, having thus a 
permanent home for orphan children who are \eft without father, 
mother or friends to take care of them. 

Since the work began one hundred and forty-eight children 
have found a home within its walls, eight of this number have 
died, sixty-one have gone back to their friends or into private 
families, while eighty still remain and are dependent upon the. 
Orphanage for support. 

Bro. Foster having resigned, Bro. J. R. Carter is now Su- 
perintendent of. the Home, whom we believe will do all he can 
for the advancement of the work. 

We find that there is a debt of $5313.18 on the’ Orphanage 
property, and brethren, let us rise up in our might and relieve 
the Orphanage of that debt. 

Your committee recommend that our people | give to the Or- 
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phanage their hearty support, both by our prayers and with our 
money, for God has said, ‘he that hath pity on the poor lend- 
eth to the Lord, and that which he hath given He will pay him 
again.”—Prov. 19:17. ‘‘Leave thy fatherless children; I will 
preserve them alive.”—Jeremiah. ‘‘A father of the fatherless is 
God in His holy habitation.”—Ps. 68:5. ‘‘Blessed is he that 
considereth the poor: the Lord will deliver him in time of trou- 
ble. The Lord will preserve him, and keep him alive; and he 
shall be happy upon the earth "—Ps. 41:1,2. 

Your committee would urge that our people take the Or- 
phanage Gem, and read it, that they may know what is being 
accomplished by our noble work.
